But you muſt not ma- 
nage fine printed Cotton or Chints's this way, 
The way I had them done, and I never could 
find out any better, was to throw them into 
Pump- water an Hour before waſhing them, then 
wring them out of that, and waſh: them in 
ſtrong: clear Suds.
